TO  FRIENDS  AROUND  THE  WORLD: 


As  we  gather  at  Yearly  Meeting  we  are  joyful,  glad  for  each  other  s presence,  grateful  for 
what  we  share.  We  conduct  business,  ivorship  together,  and  listen  to  Friends  tell  of  the  important 
occasions  of  the  year. 

So  it  was  this  year  at  Claremont  Mens  College,  Southern  California,  as  we  celebrated  the 
fifty  years  of  American  Friends  Service  Committee,  the  thirtieth  year  of  the  Friends  World  Com- 
mittee for  Consultation,  the  Fourth  World  Conference  of  Friends,  and  our  own  first  twenty  years. 

But  there  comes  a time  ivhen  a spirit  tvells  up  unexpectedly  in  the  meeting,  a spirit  which  can- 
not be  contained  by  the  agenda.  It  isn’t  the  joyful,  happy  feeling  we’ve  knoivn  before.  It  is 
uncomfortable,  difficult  and  unsettling. 

And  so  this  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  different  from  any  other  we  have  experienced  in  the  years 
leading  up  to  its  coming  of  age.  We  were  faced  with  the  necessity  of  answering  the  question 
asked  by  our  children,  “Are  you  going  to  practice  what  you  have  been  teaching  us?”  The  Young 
Friends  Yearly  Meeting  brought  us  a minute  recommending  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  establish  a 
bank  account  for  sending  money  to  the  Canadian  Friends  Service  Committee  for  medical  aid  to 
all  of  Vietnam.  We  ivrestled  ivith  the  implications  of  our  obligations  to  our  God  and  His  voice 
in  us;  our  obligations  to  our  suffering  brothers,  especially  when  we  are  involved  in  causing  the 
suffering;  our  obligations  to  a system  of  laiv  which  we  honor,  and  for  which  we  are  responsible. 
W e spoke  with  honesty.  We  spoke  with  love.  We  spoke  with  religious  fervor.  When  we  united  in 
approving  the  minute  we  felt  that  we  had  grown  into  a new  era  of  our  relationship  with  each 
other  and  with  God.

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

As  we  met  together  in  Claremont  our  con- 
cern for  the  present  world  situation  and  our 
awareness  of  the  urgent  need  for  action 
gathered  our  discussion.  At  times  we  we  were 


frustrated — how  much  can  we  do?  In  voic- 
ing our  concern  to  the  whole  Meeting,  we 
felt  comfort  in  the  unity  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. We  saw  the  results  of  a small  group  that 
acted  on  conscience — the  Voyage  of  the  Phoe- 
nix. We  saw  the  power  of  larger  groups  that 
face  similar  concerns.  How  do  we  act  upon 
concerns  for  both  individual  and  national 
suffering? 

How  de  we  preserve  that  of  value  in  other 
cultures,  yet  somehow  help  them  progress? 
From  our  discussion  came  a minute  to  aid 
the  people  of  Viet  Nam.  A hat  was  passed; 
over  a hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was  col- 
lected. Contributed  jointly  with  funds  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  this  money  will  be  sent  to 
the  Canadian  Friends  Service  Committee  for 
medical  supplies  to  Viet  Nam.  We  felt  it 
important  for  Friends  to  support,  both  finan- 
cially and  spiritually,  those  who  suffer  for 
their  acts  of  conscience. 

We  have  explored  ideas,  found  support 
through  personal  contact,  and  renewed  our 
faith.

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1967  PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING 

August  13-17,  1967 

The  21st  annual  gathering  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends  opened  in  a Meeting  for  Worship  at  2 p.m.  on  August  13 
at  the  Claremont  Men’s  College,  Claremont,  California.  As  we  sat  in  worship 
together  in  the  quiet  stillness  of  a warm  summer  afternoon,  the  ministry 
emerging  from  the  silence  wove  the  tapestry  which  has  brought  us  together. 
In  our  weakness  and  limitation  we  must  remind  ourselves  that  we  are  not 
God,  but  instruments  of  God’s  will.  As  we  hear  the  call  to  feed  the  Lord’s 
sheep  and  lambs,  we  must  learn  and  study  to  be  sensitive  to  the  leadings 
which  will  show  us  not  only  the  goal,  but  the  part  we  can  play  in  achieving  it. 
While  we  have  to  tread  through  the  windings  between  “Love  thine  enemy” 
and  the  horror  which  comes  from  enmity,  the  silent  opening  of  a flower  can 
give  us  the  joy  of  living  and  the  courage  to  go  on. 


FROM  THE  RECORDS  OF 
THE  GENERAL  SESSIONS 

The  State  of  the  Society:  A very  thought- 
ful meditation  linked  the  condition  of  our 
Quaker  Society  to  the  condition  of  the 
world  society.  We  examined  our  readiness 
to  meet  opportunities  and  challenges  where 
old  values  and  morality  are  being  revised, 
renewed  or  discarded.  We  questioned  the 
adequacy  of  our  self-education  process.  Does 
it  enable  us  to  express  what  we  believe  and 
enter  into  the  new  dimensions  this  new  world 
offers  us?  We  must  be  alert  that  the  warm 
coziness  which  envelops  us  at  Yearly  and 
Monthly  Meetings  does  not  snare  us  into  im- 
agining that  this  is  all  of  Quakerism.  A 
vital  religion  is  one  which  goes  from  an  en- 
counter with  the  love  of  God  to  an  encoun- 
ter in  service  to  that  love,  no  matter  how 
hopeless  the  situation  may  be.  The  quick 
growth  of  our  Yearly  Meeting  symbolizes 
vitality  among  its  members,  but  is  this  vi- 
tality a corporate  thing  or  an  individual 
thing?  Are  we  truly  joined  together,  through 
and  in  the  love  of  God? 

We  were  reminded  that  there  is  a great 
stirring  outside  the  Society  of  Friends.  Are 
we  ready  to  allow  a stirring  of  the  spirit 
within  it?  The  time  is  ready  for  a reinter- 
pretation of  Jesus’  good  news  which  can  set 
the  world  afire.  Are  we  among  those  who 
live  that  good  news,  through  the  loving  deed, 
ready  to  put  aside  the  notion  of  “best  ad- 
vantage” and  live  and  teach  the  gospel  of 
harmony  and  simplicity? 

The  spirit  moved  among  us  in  this  time 
of  meditation,  and  our  meeting  closed  with 
a sense  of  uplifting  and  wonder.

Sok  Hon  Ham  of  Korea  unfolded  his 
prophetic  message  by  insisting  that  Korea, 
although  she  has  many  faults,  is  a peaceful, 
peace-loving  nation.  During  the  4,000  years 
of  her  history,  she  has  never  invaded  another 
country;  in  her  mythology  there  are  no  war 
heroes  — no  war  stories.  On  the  other  hand, 
she  lacked  a penetrating  moral  power  from 
a failure,  he  thought,  in  developing  her  own 
religion.  The  blending  of  Confucianism, 
Buddhism,  and  Taoism  in  Korea  cannot  go 
deep  into  her  soul,  and  so  she  must  suffer. 
(Korea  is  crucified  historically,  in  a divi- 
sion imposed  by  the  nationalism  of  outside 
powers,  the  United  States  and  Russia,  which 
separates  families  and  people  of  one  blood, 
one  morality,  and  one  custom  . . .)  She  is 
suffering  with  a purpose  . . . making  a con- 
tribution to  world  history.  Since  the  Second 
World  War,  institutionalized  religions,  cor- 
rupted by  nationalism,  are  condemned  in 
her.  But  he  likened  war  to  a flood  which, 
after  it  has  passed,  leaves  the  soil  ready  for 
a new  generation.  Korea  is  travailing  with 
a new  child:  a new  religion  for  a new  world. 
Quakerism  was  unknown  in  Korea  until  after 
the  Korean  War,  but  he  feels  that  this  is  the 
new  Seed.  He  wondered  whether  his  small 
meeting  could  fulfill  its  mission.  He  had  a 
great  faith  in  the  future,  looking  towards 
the  next  civilization,  which  must  be  a world- 
wide civilization. 
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Friends  Committee  on  National  Legisla- 
tion: Frances  McAllister,  our  representa- 

tive, described  its  work:  the  opportunity  to 
influence  the  making  of  law;  the  center  from 
which  Friends  can  know  their  real  position 
with  respect  to  law,  where  we  can  find  out 
how  to  act  for  conscience  sake,  without  call- 
ing upon  ourselves  unnecessary  reprisals. 

Peace  Committee:  reports  from  commit- 
tee and  program  members,  and  the  en- 
suing discussion,  centered  around  civil  dis- 
obedience and  our  position  v/ith  respect  to 
secular  law.  A member  of  the  Phoenix  crew 
told  us  that  the  voyage  of  the  Phoenix,  car- 
rying aid  to  the  victims  of  Vietnam,  was  not 
thought  of  in  terms  of  a lawful  or  unlawful 
act,  but  was  carried  out  in  answer  to  a clear 
leading  that  it  had  to  be  done.  In  describing 
the  concern  that  paying  taxes  to  support  war 
is  in  violation  of  conscience  came  the  idea 
of  orderly  disobedience.  This  came  up  again 
in  comments  on  draft  resistance  and  the 
movement  gathering  together  persons  not 
eligible  for  the  draft  who  are  identifying 
fully  with  those  who  resist  or  refuse  mili- 
tary service.  An  orderly  and  self-recorded 
disobedience  was  recommended.  Such  break- 
ing of  the  law  accepts  without  resentment 
the  consequences  which  law  prescribes  for 
those  who  disobey.  We  were  reminded  that 
the  irrational  act  of  war  disintegrates  so- 
ciety, even  ourselves,  and  that  it  sometimes 
takes  an  irrational  act  to  counteract  the 
dynamic  of  violence.  As  we  enter  into  the 
area  of  trying  to  re-establish  sensitivity  in 
a society  that  is  becoming  dehumanized,  we 
must  provide  a vehicle  through  which  those 
we  have  touched  can  act. 

Of  The  Friends  World  Conference: 
our  representatives  and  other  Friends, 
together  with  two  members  of  California 
Yearly  Meeting,  gave  us  their  impressions 
. . . and  gave  us  a sense  of  the  warm  and  ra- 
diant fellowship  achieved  at  the  conference. 
One  of  our  former  Reading  Clerks  who,  when 
reading  epistles  to  us,  always  put  such  mean- 
ing in  the  salutation,  “To  Friends  Every- 
where,” said  that  he  now  had  a far  clearer 
idea  of  what  this  meant  ...  We  were  made 
aware  of  the  underlying  unity  which  welded 
them  together,  going  below  the  differences 
b e t V/  e e n the  programmed  and  unpro- 
grammed Meetings.  Although  the  Young 
Friends  there  were  described  as  more  pos- 
sessive of  and  displayed  more  urgency  for 
concerns,  they  were  not  a group  apart,  but 
were  an  integral  part  of  the  corporate  cohe- 
sion of  the  conference.  . . . Differences  of 
race,  occupation,  and  country  made  for  a 


Quaker  unity  which  sameness  would  prob- 
ably never  have  achieved. 

Out  of  this  experience  came  the  urgent 
prompting  to  bring  home  the  spirit  which 
had  caught  hold  of  them,  to  make  us  aware 
of  the  richness  of  the  Quaker  life  which  is 
going  on  beyond  our  own  Monthly  and  Year- 
ly Meetings,  to  become  aware  of  the  other 
members  of  our  worldwide  Family,  and  to 
have  confidence  that  communication  is  pos- 
sible. 

It  was  recommended  that  we  invite  our 
representatives  to  our  Monthly  and  regional 
Meetings  so  that  an  even  wider  number  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Friends  could  be 
touched  both  by  the  spirit  of  unity  and  the 
spirit  of  concern  which  had  caught  hold  of 
these  Friends  through  their  confrontation 
with  diversity  out  of  which  they  found 
themselves  able  to  go  on  together  in  a single 
direction.

“While  we  are  cast  down  at  the  loss

In  the  fellowship  of  quiet  remembering 
which  followed  the  reading,  we  realized  how 
closely  bound  we  still  are  to  those  and  other 
Friends  who  have  lit  candles  in  our  hearts 
which  we  carry  after  they  have  gone. 
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The  First  Twenty  Years  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  was  reviewed  by  Walt  Raitt,  Archi- 
vist and  Chairman  of  the  History  Committee, 
His  reflections  will  be  published  in  a later 
issue  of  the  Bulletin. 

Friends  Conference  on  Race  Relations: 
(held  in  North  Carolina,  July  6-9)  Gretchen 
Rudnick,  our  representative,  reported  briefly 
that  is  felt  that  America  is  moving  toward 
apartheid.  Even  among  Friends  it  is  becom- 
ing difficult  for  Negroes  and  whites  to  talk 
honestly  with  each  other.  The  world’s  most 
serious  division  may  well  be  between  those 
who  have  known  humiliation  and  degrada- 
tion and  those  who  have  not.  Minority  groups 
may  provide  more  hope  for  leadership 
toward  brotherhood  than  the  white  major- 
ity. Consideration  was  given  to  holding  the 
1969  conference  on  the  West  Coast.  Gretchen 
Rudnick  expressed  the  hope  that  in  that  case 
more  attention  be  given  to  the  problems  of 
our  Indian  and  Mexican-American  minori- 
ties. The  message  to  Friends  from  this  con- 
ference is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue.

Yearly  Meeting  Assessment:  The  YL'I 
Treasurer  will  advise  each  Monthly  Meeting 
treasurer  and  clerk  of  the  amount  due,  fig- 
ured from  statistics  provided  by  the  Statis- 
tical Secretary. 

Printed  copies  of  PYM  Minutes  for  Librar- 
ies: to  be  done  upon  consideration  of  recom- 
mendation from  the  ad  hoc  committee  (Scott 
Longenecker,  ch.)  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, March,  1968. 

History  Committee:  Archives  are  to  be 
removed  to  the  University  of  the  Pacific  Li- 
brary under  the  care  of  the  chairman  of  the 
History  Committee.  A permanent  file  case 
will  be  purchased  to  house  records.  The 
History  Committee  chairman  is  designated 
the  Yearly  Meeting  Archivist. 

Secretariat  at  YM:  Kristina  Bradwell’s 
prospectus  was  adopted. 

Directories:  Each  Quarterly  Meeting  is 
asked  to  prepare  one  to  be  made  available 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  travel  minute  for  Ferner  and  Geor- 
geanna  Nuhn  to  Friends  General  Confer- 
ence at  Columbia,  Missouri  was  returned 
with  endorsement  by  that  body  and  also  by 
Omaha-Council  Bluffs,  Central  City,  and 
Lincoln  (Nebraska)  Monthly  Meetings. 

PYM  Religious  Educator:  The  Education 
Committee  is  to  form  a sub-committee  of 
three  people  with  a budget  of  $550  to  travel 
in  the  YM  to  discuss  with  Monthly  Meetings 
the  proposal  of  hiring  a Religious  Educator 
as  well  as  other  needs  and  practical  issues 
concerned  with  improving  the  quality  of  re- 
ligious education  in  the  Meetings. 

Douglas  Steere  Lecture  at  Whittier  Col- 
lege, March  4, 1968  has  been  arranged  by  the 
Ten  Plus  Ten  Committee,  the  cost  to  be 
shared  by  California  Yearly  Meeting,  Whit- 
tier College,  and  PYM.  Our  share  is  not  a 
budget  expense  but  will  depend  on  personal 
contributions.  The  Treasurer  is  authorized 
to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose. 

Asia-Australasia  Association  of  Friends: 
Plans  are  under  way  to  establish  this;  Aus- 
tralia Yearly  Meeting  hopes  that  Honolulu 
Meeting  might  be  included  and  invites  PYM 
correspondence.  PYM  reply  “gave  our  bless- 
ing and  encouragement  to  the  Association 
and  (the  hope  that)  we  would  be  able  to 
maintain  close  ties  with  them  through  Hono- 
lulu Meeting.” 

A Guide  to  Quaker  Weddings  has  been 
prepared  by  PYM  Ministry  and  Oversight; 
a copy  is  to  go  to  each  Monthly  Meeting. 
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Social  Order  Committee:  on  a trial  basis 
this  committee  is  to  be  reduced  in  number 
to  eight  members  to  be  named  after  consul- 
tation with  the  Quarterly  Meetings. 

Children’s  Program:  Ruth  Dart  Smith’s 
prospectus  for  a three-year  children’s  pro- 
gram at  YM  was  accepted.  She  is  to  con- 
tinue as  the  Co-ordinator  for  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

Friends  Race  Relations  Conference  in  1969: 
The  Social  Order  Committee  is  to  consider 
assisting  in  arrangements  to  have  this  held 
on  the  West  Coast  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Executive  Committee  in  March 
1968. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  and  The  Budget 
for  1967-68  were  approved  and  are  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

The  By-Laws  of  PYM  Holding  Conjora- 
tion  were  amended  to  read:  “The  Officers 
of  the  Trustees  shall  consist  of  a President, 
Vice  - President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
such  additional  vice-presidents,  assisting  sec- 
retary-treasurers, and  treasurers  as  the  Trus- 
tees shall  deem  appropriate.” 

A Friend  in  the  Orient:  recognizing  the 
leadership  of  University  Monthly  Meeting 
the  Yearly  Meeting  will  raise  funds,  through 
the  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee  which 
will  also  be  our  instrument  in  carrying  out 
the  details,  to  send  to  Vietnam,  to  serve  with 
the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  or 
some  other  organization,  a person  or  persons 
open  to  the  Inner  Light  who  could  communi- 
cate back  to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  It  was 
felt  that  a doctor  would  fill  the  most  urgent 
need. 

Yearly  Meeting  Location:  PYM  1968  will 
be  held  at  St.  Mary’s  College,  Moraga,  Cali- 
fornia, from  Monday,  August  19  through 
Friday,  August  23,  1968.  Future  Yearly 
Meetings  are  to  alternate  between  Northern 
California  and  Oregon  (with  the  very  good 
prospect  of  our  being  able  to  return  to  St. 
Mary’s  biennially),  with  Southern  California 
Friends  carrying  their  share  of  Yearly  Meet- 
ing responsibilities. 

The  Phoenix  plans  another  compassionate 
voyage  to  Vietnam.  An  insurance  fund  in 
the  amount  of  $10,000  is  being  raised  to 
cover  possible  losses  not  ordinarily  insurable. 
$2,000  from  PYM  reserve  funds  (to  be 
matched  by  equal  amounts  from  two  other 
Yearly  Meetings)  is  to  be  put  in  escrow  as 
a share  in  this  insurance  fund.  The  interest 
of  the  funds  in  escrow  is  to  go  to  Earle  Rey- 
nolds (whose  home  is  the  ship  and  who  will 
not  be  able  to  live  on  it  during  the  time  it  is 
at  sea).  The  feasibility  of  getting  insurance 


to  cover  normal  risks  to  the  Phoenix  is  to 
be  investigated. 

A Co-ordinator  and  a Long-Term  Program 
for  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting:  The  Schools 
Committee  is  asked  to  find  a suitable  person 
to  serve  for  a three-year  term  as  Co-ordin- 
ator of  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting,  to  begin 
serving  as  soon  as  found  and  to  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  in  March  1968  with  a 
prospectus  for  a long  term  program  to  be 
prepared  with  the  help  of  the  Schools  Com- 
mittee. A $200  budget  is  authorized  for  the 
preparation  of  the  prospectus  and  the  needs 
of  the  Co-ordinator. 

An  Agenda  Conunittee  of  three  people  to 
advise  the  Clerk  in  the  preparation  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  agenda  is  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  in  March,  1968. 

Minutes  of  Exercise  from  the  Representa- 
tive Conunittee:  One  entire  plenary  session 
of  YM  should  be  put  aside  for  the  Peace 
Committee  and  one  for  the  Social  Order 
Committee  . . . There  needs  to  be  more  flexi- 
bility concerning  the  mimeographing  of  docu- 
ments at  YM  . . . The  time  may  be  approach- 
ing when  the  increasing  number  of  mem- 
orials at  YM  shall  make  it  wise  to  limit  the 
memorials  to  those  who  have  been  partici- 
pants in  Yearly  Meeting  activities. 

A Minute  of  Concern  from  the  Young 
Friends  was  delivered  to  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
substantially  as  it  is  printed  below,  and  after 
being  considered  jointly  with  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee was  again  brought  to  the  General 
Session: 

Medical  Aid  for  Vietnam 

Believing  that  there  is  “that  of  God”  in  every  man, 
Friends  have  for  300  years  denied  “all  outward 
wars  and  strife,  and  fightings  with  outward  weapons, 
for  any  end,  or  under  any  pretense  whatsoever  . . .” 
Friends  have  also  been  led  to  minister  to  the  victims 
of  war,  disregarding  all  distinctions  between  “friend” 
and  “foe”  as  contradictory  to  the  basic  humanity 
of  all  men. 

We  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  feel  committed  to  a 
stand  of  total  opposition  to  the  war  our  country  is 
waging  in  Vietnam.  The  war  is  a close  and  imme- 
diate thing  in  our  lives,  for  it  is  from  among  us  that 
the  physical  material  upon  which  the  war  depends 
is  drawn.  It  is  with  a feeling  of  impatience  that  we 
have  sought  ways  to  end  the  war.  We  feel  now  that 
the  situation  is  so  critical  that  strong,  positive  action 
must  be  taken. 

We  are  a small  group,  unable  alone  to  make  im- 
mediate changes  in  the  political  conditions  that 
allow  the  war  to  continue  in  our  name.  We  are  able 
to  challenge  a law  that  would  prohibit  us  from 
helping  our  brothers,  those  who  suffer  from  the 
destruction  we  pour  down  upon  them.  The  restric- 
tions that  have  been  placed  on  medical  aid  sent  to 
war  victims  in  “enemy”  controlled  areas  of  Vietnam 
are  absolutely  intolerable  to  us.  They  must  not  be 
silently  accepted. 

We,  as  Friends,  are  compelled  publicly  to  under- 
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take  specific  actions  to  witness  to  the  injustice  of 
laws  which  would  prohibit  the  giving  of  humanitar- 
ian relief  to  particular  human  beings. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing establish  a special  or  earmarked  account,  under 
the  Yearly  Meeting,  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be 
to  transmit  funds  through  the  Canadian  Friends 
Service  Committee  for  medical  aid  to  all  parts  of 
Vietnam.  We  take  grateful  note  of  the  initial  con- 
tribution of  $158  from  the  Young  Friends  and  en- 
courage attenders  at  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to  add 
their  contributions.  We  further  recommend  that  Pa- 
cific Yearly  Meeting  inform  each  family  of  this  ac- 
tion, encouraging  them  to  make  checks  payable  to 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  earmarked  for  Vietnam,  and 
that  funds  so  collected  be  regularly  transmitted 
under  the  auspices  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Peace 
Committee  to  the  Canadian  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee v,/ith  due  notification  to  the  press  and  ap- 
propriate U.S.  Government  officials. 

We  urge  the  establishment  of  this  account  to 
express  our  concern  that  our  help  should  go  to 
victims  of  the  war,  regardless  of  the  political  units 
within  which  they  may  find  themselves,  for  love  can 
recognize  no  barriers  that  man  may  place  in  the 
way  of  humanity. 

“After  a time  of  great  laboring,  a massive 
exercise  in  patience,  forebearance,  courage, 
and  integrity,  we  approved  the  minute  of 
concern,  to  become  part  of  these  minutes, 
recording  that  Richard  Ernst  was  not  in 
unity  with  us.” 

The  Discipline  Committee  is  to  reconsider 
that  portion  of  the  Discipline  concerned  with 
our  manner  of  coming  to  decisions,  to  ex- 
press more  clearly  our  philosophy  and  policy 
regarding  unity. 

As  Recommended  By  The  Peace  Commit- 
tee: Friend  in  Washington:  PYM  continues 
to  support  this  program  and  authorizes  the 
Peace  Committee  to  solicit  pledges  and  con- 
tributions . . . Meetings  are  encouraged  to 
study  “The  Friends  Peace  Testimony  — A 
Challenge  of  Our  Time”  and  consider  speci- 
fic programs  appropriate  for  each  community 
. . . Monthly  Meetings  are  encouraged  to  sup- 
port conscientious  objectors  and  non-cooper- 
ators, including  such  support  as  sympathetic 
counselling,  funds  for  legal  aid,  and  minister- 
ing to  those  in  prison.  Meetings  are  urged 
to  find  out  who  needs  help  and  tell  their 
members.  They  are  encouraged  to  present 
CO  information  in  schools  and  colleges,  par-

ticularly  to  students  under  eighteen  . . . The 
following  letter  to  President  Johnson  was 
sent: 

“Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society 
of  Friends,  meeting  in  Claremont,  California,  August 
13-17,  sends  you  our  complete  support  for  your 
continued  opposition  to  the  deployment  of  anti- 
ballistic  missile  system.  As  you  have  expressed  it, 
‘The  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  have 
reached  a watershed  in  the  disturbing  history  of  our 
arms  competition.  Decisions  may  be  made  on  both 
sides  which  will  trigger  another  upward  spiral.’ 
“We  hope  you  will  continue  to  press  for  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics 
barring  anti-ballistic  systems  for  both  sides,  but 
even  if  such  an  agreement  is  not  reached  we  are 
convinced  our  present  policy  is  amply  justified. 
As  Secretary  McNamara  put  it  in  an  interview  in 
the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  ‘It’s  no  argument  that 
if  they  (The  Soviet  Union)  are  doing  it,  we  should. 
They’ve  been  wrong  many  times  in  the  past.  Why 
should  we  rush  on  blindly  and  duplicate  their 
errors?’ 

“Copies  of  this  letter  of  support  of  you  are  being 
sent  to  the  Senators  of  Washington,  Oregon,  Cali- 
fornia, Nevada,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Hawaii,  and 
Montana  in  which  states  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Friends  reside.”

BLACK  POWER  — WHITE  POWER  — 
SHARED  POWER 

A Message  from  the  1967  National  Conference  of 
Friends  on  Race  Relations. 

At  the  very  moment  that  Americans  of  good  will 
have  supposed  that  significant  achievements  in  civU 
rights  were  within  our  grasp,  we  have  been  faced 
by  an  unexpected  confrontation  telling  us  that 
somewhere  our  calculations  have  gone  terribly, 
frighteningly  awry. 

What  have  the  stormy  protesters  in  urban  slums 
to  tell  us?  What  has  black  power,  representing  a 
vigorous  effort  to  achieve  dignity  through  a new 
group  consciousness,  to  tell  us? 

They  can  tell  us,  if  we  have  the  wit  and  the  will 
to  understand,  that  though  Negro  chemists  and  en- 
gineers are  in  strong  demand,  more  Negro  youths 
are  unemployed  than  ever  before.  They  can  tell  us 
that  in  spite  of  school  desegregation,  more  Negro 
children  will  attend  all-Negro  schools  next  year 
than  at  any  time  since  1954.  Federally  financed 
housing  is  newly  re-segregating  parts  of  our  cities. 
For  this,  and  for  many  other  reasons,  the  laws  and 
programs  supposed  to  end  discrimination  are  in  fact 
illusory  and  irrelevant  to  perhaps  90%  of  the  mem- 
bers of  minority  groups.  Yet  we  have  aroused  the 
expectations  of  them  all,  and  the  need  to  correct  our 
miscalculation  is  urgent. 

What  we  are  witnessing  is  a whole  people  whom 
we  have  encouraged  to  hope  for  speedy  relief  from 
past  oppression  and  who  intend  to  demonstrate  their 
new  power  in  some  unmistakeable  manner,  coming 
into  collision  with  an  entrenched  and  arrogant  white 
establishment  which  has  shown  itself  far  from  will- 
ing to  share  the  reins  of  real  power.  When  this 
collision  erupts  into  overt  violence  we  are  shocked, 
but  economic  power  entrenched  and  political  power 
wielded  despotically  are  no  less  violent  for  being 
disguised.  When  patient  years-long  petitioning  for 
the  redress  of  some  grievance  brings  no  change  but 
street  riots  compel  the  authorities  to  immediate 
attention,  is  the  violence  all  on  one  side? 

If  as  a nation  dominated  by  white  power  we  are 
willing  to  use  weapons  of  terrible  violence  against 
colored  peoples  in  a distant  land,  shall  we  be  sur-

prised  if  our  example  is  copied  in  ways  we  never 
intended?  Generations  have  passed  when  whites 
fatuously  supposed  they  understood  Negroes;  if  now 
that  repression  is  somewhat  lifted  the  message 
which  comes  across  is  a roar  of  pent-up  anguish  and 
bitterness,  shall  the  majority  respond  simply  by 
condemning  those  who  unlock  this  emotion?  Or  is 
it  for  those  of  us  who  are  white,  in  humility  and 
contrition,  to  ask  forgiveness  for  having  been  so 
blind  and  to  seek  together  with  our  black  brothers 
a new  basis  for  dialogue? 

At  this  Sixth  National  Conference  of  Friends  on 
Race  Relations  we  have  been  helped  to  see  this 
confrontation,  of  the  powerful  by  those  hitherto 
powerless,  in  a new  perspective.  As  white  and  Negro 
Quakers  we  have  tried,  under  a sense  of  God’s 
urging,  to  begin  with  one  another  the  communication 
at  a level  of  honesty  and  candor  which  will  have 
to  be  the  foundation  of  any  real  and  permanent 
reconciliation.  This  same  confrontation,  highlighted 
for  us  in  agonizing  clarity  as  it  shows  itself  in 
other  countries  than  our  own,  i-eveals  how  deep- 
seated  and  all-pervasive  is  this  conflict  of  race  and 
power. 

We  claim  no  special  Quaker  insights  clear  enough 
to  set  the  great  movement  for  human  rights  on 
some  new  course,  nor  can  we  say  that  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends,  still  so  nearly  an  all-white  group 
in  America,  is  prepared  to  meet  this  profoundly 
troubling  challenge.  But  as  we  begin  to  learn  how 
much  we  don’t  even  know  that  we  don’t  know,  we 
see  at  least  that  future  action  must  be  based  on  a 
willingness  to  work  for  social  changes  much  more 
far-reaching  than  we  had  supposed  the  correction 
of  racial  injustice  would  require. 

We  are  far  from  belittling  what  Friends  are  al- 
ready doing  to  overcome  the  effects  of  prejudice 
on  many  fronts.  We  need  more  Friends  personally 
involved  in  what  is,  after  all,  more  a white  than  a 
minority  problem.  We  need  to  develop  more  sensi- 
tivity to  the  subtler  forms  of  discrimination  and 
injustice,  we  need  to  work  with  church  and  other 
groups  on  many  problems  of  opportunity  denied 
the  individual  because  of  his  race,  color  or  culture. 

But  we  need  to  be  attacking  these  too-familiar 
civil  rights  problems  in  the  light  of  a new  awareness. 
It  becomes  increasingly  clear  that  our  existing  so- 
cial-economic-political-legal-military  system  — the 
framework  within  which  the  white  establishment 
operates  — simply  cannot  be  patched  up  in  such  a 
way  as  to  end  exploitation  and  degradation.  The 
changes  called  for  — we  are  only  partly  aware  of 
what  they  must  be  — will  be  so  great  as  to  consti- 
tute a social  revolution.  Some  of  the  traditional 
values  and  concepts  we,  along  with  other  Ameri- 
cans, hold  most  firmly  — the  moral  necessity  of 
labor,  the  nature  of  property  rights  — will  have 
to  be  rethought.  We  must  be  prepared  to  discover 
how  much  we  ourselves,  sharing  in  and  profiting 
from  the  operation  of  this  system,  are  contributing  to 
the  power  which  maintains  the  very  practices  we 
are  fighting  against. 

We  do  have  faith  that  there  is  a way  for  love 
instead  of  hate,  for  inclusiveness  rather  than  ex- 
clusiveness, for  brotherhood  instead  of  apartheid, 
to  prevail  in  the  end  as  the  spirit  of  our  land.  But 
we  shall  be  able  to  bring  this  about  only  through 
commitment  to  a vision  of  a different  social  order — 
a society  in  which  power  and  responsibility  are 
shared  willingly,  in  which  our  special  privileges  are 
surrendered,  in  which  every  man,  in  all  the  magnifi- 
cent variety  which  God  has  bestowed,  is  fully  ac- 
cepted as  equal. 

To  such  leadings,  to  such  commitment,  we  ask 
God  to  open  our  minds  and  hearts. 
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REFLECTIONS  ON  THE  AMERICAN  FRIENDS  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 


Eighty  years  is  a long  time  in  the  life  of 
an  individual  but  it’s  only  a short  time  in  the 
life  of  a Meeting.  As  far  as  I know,  I was  the 
first  baby  in  the  first  Meeting  that  grev/  and 
developed  till  it  became  this  Yearly  Meeting 
and  it’s  a great  pleasure  for  me  to  be  here 
again.  As  for  the  Service  Committee,  it’s 
only  50  years  old.  They  say  of  Sequoia  trees 
that  they  grow  very  fast  their  first  100  years, 
and  then  slow  down.  If  you  go  to  India,  you 
are  always  being  presented  with  pictures  and 
patterns  of  the  tree  of  life.  This  tree  also 
appears  in  our  ancient  scriptures,  and  many 
of  us  think  of  it  as  something  that  belongs 
to  the  perennial  imagery  of  mankind. 

The  Service  Committee  had  its  50th  birth- 
day celebrated  all  over  the  country  with  din- 
ners. That  was  appropriate  as  we’ve  been 
occupied  in  handing  food  out  to  people  who 
didn’t  have  it.  In  Philadelphia  we  thought  it 
was  very  important  that  it  shouldn’t  be  very 
much  of  a dinner  but  enough  to  sustain  us 
while  we  listened  to  the  program.  One  of  my 
daughters  had  the  responsibility  of  arrang- 
ing for  this  dinner  party.  It  was  in  the  field 
house  at  Haverford  College  and  there  were 
600  people  there.  The  college  by  mistake  had 
lent  out  the  field  house  to  a large  group  of 
high  school  young  people  who  wanted  to  have 
a program  of  music  and  dance  the  night  be- 
fore. So  it  required  a very  active  spirit  on 
the  part  of  those  arranging  for  the  dinner, 
but  they  managed  to  make  out  and  have  it 
come  off  on  time.  One  thing  my  daughter 
made  was  a perfectly  enormous  red  and  black 
star  which  she  put  up  behind  the  head  table. 
One  of  the  women  who  came  to  the  dinner 
looked  at  it  and  said,  “Good  gracious!  That 
looks  just  like  Lenin’s  tomb.”  That  was  a 
little  discouraging  to  the  seamstress  who  had 
taken  a lot  of  trouble  to  make  the  big  star. 

But  it  reminded  me  of  the  time  I was  in 
West  China,  staying  at  a garage  of  our  Ser- 
vice Committee  people  who  were  carrying 
supplies  to  civilian  hospitals  by  means  of 
charcoal-burning  trucks.  We  used  to  say  it’s 
pretty  hard  to  tell  who’s  fit  to  go  to  China, 
because  you  always  think  you  must  have  a 
person  who  can  manage  to  fix  a charcoal- 
burning truck,  no  matter  what’s  the  matter 
with  it,  with  a bit  of  twine  and  a stick  of 
bamboo.  That  takes  some  doing.  People  were 
so  short  of  everything  that  they  became  very 
expert  in  removing  things  from  the  truck. 
One  of  the  boys  said  they  had  even  been  able 
to  remove  his  boots  v/hile  he  was  asleep  on 
top  of  the  load.  We’ve  had  our  ups  and  downs. 
I think  it’s  true  to  say  that  in  Russia  we  had 
less  pilfering  than  in  any  other  country. 


though  at  the  time  we  were  there  in  the  late 
20’s  it  was  a time  of  extreme  cold  and  freez- 
ing and  a time  of  great  hunger.  So  much  so 
that  there  is  a little  letter  in  the  Service 
Committee  files  that  says  they  were  so  grate- 
ful for  the  food  that  they  hoped  that  if  any 
of  us  are  ever  in  our  lives  reduced  to  a state 
of  hunger,  we  will  remember  to  apply  to 
them. 

V/ell,  those  files  are  being  moved  again. 
Haverford  College  has  had  them  for  some 
years,  and  they  are  building  an  addition  to 
their  library.  The  first  journey  the  files  made 
away  from  the  office  at  20  South  Twelfth  St. 
was  to  Pendle  Hill  where  they  v/ere  planted 
in  our  lecture  room  at  the  barn.  We  called  it 
“Chaos,  Incorporated.”  It’s  been  a great  ques- 
tion, and  we’re  still  wresting  with  it — how 
much  to  keep  and  how  much  to  throw  away. 
Just  now  Quaker  subjects  are  popular  in 
graduate  schools  because  they  haven’t  been 
used  very  much  before,  and  we  have  people 
coming.  I saw  a book  that  v/as  produced  out 
of  those  files  called  “The  Quaker  Star  Under 
Seven  Flags.”  That  was  the  first  ten  years 
of  the  Service  Committee,  and  it  was  largely 
relief.  In  the  second  ten  years,  it  was  the 
beginning  of  our  peace  education  at  home 
and  working  in  the  coal  fields,  as  well  as  the 
continuation  of  what  had  been  started 
abroad. 

It  was  in  this  time  that  Albert  Einstein 
came  to  our  part  of  Pennsylvania  to  give  a 
commencement  address  at  Swarthmore  Col- 
lege. His  friend  was  lecturing  at  Pendle  Hill 
and  said,  “Since  you’re  speaking  at  Swarth- 
more College,  wouldn’t  it  be  suitable  for  you 
to  say  a word  about  Quakers  at  the  opening 
of  your  address?”  So  Dr.  Einstein  stooped 
down  to  the  wastebasket  and  picked  up  a 
piece  of  paper  on  which  he  had  written  in 
his  extremely  neat  hand  a whole  page  full 
of  equations.  He  was  working  on  one  of  the 
phases  of  his  mathematical  discovery.  And 
he  wrote  out  in  German  a paragraph  which 
his  friend  translated  into  English  and  Albert 
Einstein  put  into  the  opening  of  his  address. 
There  are  two  phrases  from  it  which  I think 
give  his  idea  of  the  special  character  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.  He  said  it  had  been  occu- 
pied with  giving  dignity  and  food  to  people 
the  world  over  and  had  been  fortunate  in 
avoiding  the  fate  where  “Every  organization 
by  its  very  nature  kills  the  spirit  which  has 
brought  it  into  life.”  Now,  both  in  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends  and  in  the  Service  Commit- 
tee that’s  what  we  hope- — that  the  spirit 
which  brought  us  together,  gave  us  life  as

a group,  will  not  be  quenched  by  our  organ- 
ization. 

This  summer  we’ve  had  wave  after  wave 
of  young  people  going  out  to  the  summer 
projects  at  home  and  abroad,  and  it’s  been 
very  interesting  to  see  them  struggling  with 
unfamiliar  languages.  We’ve  never  had  peo- 
ple at  Pen  die  Hill  striving  to  learn  Vietnam- 
ese until  now.  We’ve  had  Japanese,  Chinese, 
all  the  European  languages.  Oh,  we’ve  had 
African  languages  ,too.  But  I must  say  we 
had  to  appeal  to  the  Berlitz  School  for  a 
short-term  teacher  of  Vietnamese,  because 
it  wasn’t  worthwhile  to  bring  someone  from 
a great  distance.  When  our  workers  were  in 
France  at  the  very  beginning,  the  French 
people  couldn’t  quite  make  out  why  they 
were  so  weak  on  telling  what  they  were  there 
for.  They  said  it  is  a pity  these  people  can’t 
preach  what  they  practice.  I’m  perfectly  sure 
that  in  Vietnam,  even  with  our  best  efforts, 
we  are  not  going  to  be  able  to  preach  what 
we  practice. 

When  I was  going  to  China,  quite  a long 
while  ago  now,  I stopped  in  London,  and  they 
had  a religious  meeting  to  send  off  the  work- 
ers who  were  going  abroad.  Some  Friends 
made  a prayer  that  we  should  not  allow  our- 
selves to  make  a convenience  of  the  evils  we 
deplore.  When  you  go  to  a country  at  war 
you’re  apt  to  take  advantage  of  transporta- 
tion for  your  belongings  from  the  military. 
I am  told  by  those  in  Vietnam  that  that  is 
their  great  problem  now.  But  it  always  is  a 
problem.  The  Friends  Service  Committee 
has  always  worked  with  governments  and 
governmental  agencies.  While  some  of  the 
young  people  really  get  to  the  point  where 
they  don’t  want  to  look  at  the  flag,  as  you’re 
doing  right  now.  I’m  always  reminded  of  the 
couplet  by  Whittier,  “Truth  and  honor  and 
beauty  draw  round  thy  symbol  of  light  and 
law.”  But  that’s  hard  for  us  to  feel,  especially 
when  we  are  working  in  a place  like  Viet- 
nam. And  yet  when  we  want  to  get  materials 
from  one  place  to  another,  the  Air  Force  boys 
are  so  glad  to  help  us — they  so  wish  that  they 
could  be  carrying  only  gifts  of  love.  So 
wherever  we  are  working,  we  try  to  avoid 
letting  the  emergency  of  the  situation  kill  the 
spirit  that  sends  us  out. 

When  I was  in  Korea,  I went  to  a place 
where  they  made  artificial  arms  and  legs 
and  what-not,  and  the  head  of  this,  a Cana- 
dian, said,  “I  don’t  think  you’ll  ever  get  very 
far  with  your  program  because  your  people 
have  nothing  that  they  can  unscrew.”  So  he 
set  about  unscrewing  himself  and  I began  to 
wonder  where  it  would  stop.  It’s  amazing 


what  can  be  done.  After  the  Spanish  civil 
war,  we  had  a place  in  France.  Afterward 
the  head  of  it  came  to  Pendle  Hill — I think 
she  came  out  here,  maybe  some  of  you  re- 
member her,  Celine  Rott  de  Neuville.  She 
said  those  people  preferred  arms  and  legs 
made  out  of  tomato  cans  left  by  the  army 
to  the  elaborate  wooden  things  manufactured 
in  Europe  and  America.  Farmers  always 
preferred  a peg  wooden  leg  to  the  kind  that 
gets  stuck  in  the  mud.  This  is  true  in  Viet- 
nam. 

The  Service  Committee  has  tried  (I  think 
the  modern  phrase  is  to  be  “open-ended,” 
I’ve  heard  that  expression  used)  not  to  get 
fixed  in  its  ways.  After  all,  governments 
have  to  be  the  architects  of  peace  as  well  as 
the  carriers-on  of  wars,  and  we  must  keep 
going  to  help  them  in  that  regard. 

Over  the  fifty  years,  we’ve  sent  out  a lot 
of  young  people,  and  we’ve  had  lots  of  mar- 
riages and  happy  homes  develop  from  people 
who’ve  got  acquainted  on  these  ventures. 
At  Pendle  Hill  I’ve  been  interviewing  young 
people  going  out  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
This  summer  it’s  been  Algeria,  which  is  a 
bouncy  place  that’s  rather  mixed  up  right 
now  between  Arabs  and  other  people. 

I remember  once  going  into  the  Friends 
Ambulance  Unit  place  in  London  to  stay  the 
night.  They  said  you  go  up  the  back  stairs 
to  your  room  and  on  the  stairs  you’ll  see  a 
picture  of  our  patron  saint.  I wondered  who 
that  was,  and  sure  enough — it  was  Haile 
Selassie.  Just  now  his  country  is  about  the 
only  one  that  can  say  a good  word  for  an 
American,  or  let  you  cross  over  there  from 
Yemen  to  take  a nap  if  you’ve  been  up  for 
three  weeks,  I mean  without  any  sleep  as 
one  of  my  nephews  had  been. 

It’s  good  if  we  can  have  a friendly  spot  in 
every  part  of  the  world,  even  if  we  can’t 
speak  the  local  language.  Communication 
has  not  been  a major  point  of  activity  of  the 
Service  Committee,  but  it’s  been  a point, 
and  we  do  try  to  teach  people  the  polite 
words — we  don’t  bother  to  teach  them 
“bread”  and  “water”  because  you  can  act 
that  out,  but  if  by  mistake  you  run  into  an 
oxcart  and  upset  something,  it  helps  a great 
deal  if  you  can  express  your  regret  in  the 
language  of  the  country,  and  that  we  try  to 
enable  them  to  do. 

As  for  orientation,  I think  it’s  a very  lim- 
ited science  so  far.  The  people  that  have  a 
definite  creed  and  procedure  can  teach  those 
definite  things.  The  military  are  very  pro- 
ficient in  it,  and  they  can  even  stifle  the 
qualms  of  conscience.  But  we  try  to  keep 
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conscience  awake  and  do  what  we  can  for 
politeness  and  at  least  help  everyone  who 
goes  out  from  the  Service  Committee  to 
know  that  he’s  trying  to  make  friends  with 
people,  even  when  their  customs  are  ex- 
tremely different. 

This  50th  anniversary  has  given  us  an  op- 
portunity to  look  over  the  whole  scope  of 
the  work  and  see  how  it  began  with  feeding, 
clothing,  prefabricated  houses,  and  all  of  that 
. . . how  it  went  on  to  international  centers 
in  every  country  we  could  get  at  at  that  time. 
For  many  years  it  was  the  graduates  of  the 
French  unit,  that  first  one,  who  carried  on 
the  work  of  the  Service  Committee.  In  the 
Second  World  War,  we  weren’t  allowed  to 
send  the  conscientious  objectors  abroad,  but 
those  served  at  home,  even  in  the  humblest 
capacities  (like  what  they  called  the  “louse 
unit”  which  was  working  on  DDT  and  was 
made  up  of  college  men:  they  said  it  didn’t 
work  out  entirely  because  the  louse  wouldn’t 
go  on  a Harvard  man.) 

We’ve  gone  on  from  strength  to  strength. 
We’ve  gotten  to  Asia,  and  at  last  we’ve  got- 
ten to  Africa.  Each  time  that  people  said 
“Should  the  Service  Committee  close  down?” 
we  felt  that  we  saw  our  way  clear  to  go  on. 
It’s  the  English  custom  to  end  when  the  work 
is  finished  and  then  start  up  a new  organi- 
zation. But  we  think  we  gain  by  going  on, 
and  now  we’re  going  to  have  a transition  to 
a new  executive  secretary,  William  Lots- 
peich.  I think  I was  the  one  who  had  the 
good  fortune  to  think  of  him.  He’s  a physi- 
cian, a public  health  doctor,  and  he  will  suc- 
ceed Colin  Bell.  He’s  coming  on  now  for  a 
year  in  which  they  participate  together. 

Colin  Bell  just  came  back  from  the  Middle 
East,  and  I’ll  just  tell  one  thing  he  said.  He 
said  you  can’t  always  count  on  what  people 


are  going  to  do.  The  Arabs  and  the  Jews 
have  been  greatly  at  odds,  but  the  last  day 
he  was  in  J erusalem,  a delegation  of  ten  Arab 
businessmen  from  Bethlehem  came  to  Jeru- 
salem and  asked  if  their  region  could  be  in- 
corporated within  the  city  limits  of  Jerusa- 
lem so  that  Bethlehem  could  get  the  advan- 
tage of  more  of  the  tourist  trade.  The  Arabic 
loyalty  didn’t  interfere  with  their  desire  to 
gain  through  their  hotels  with  this  lucrative 
expression  of  the  migratory  habits  of  men 
of  substance  in  our  times.  I heard  something 
about  this  on  the  radio,  but  I still  don’t  know 
whether  their  request  was  granted. 

So  now  we  think  about  the  next  fifty  years, 
and  probably  a good  many  of  you  will  be 
in  one  way  or  another  involved  in  this.
